SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The new millennium came in with a lot of changes taking place in and all around the 
Town Office starting with the reconstruction of the two attached garages into the new 
police headquarters. When that was completed, the former police office was renovated into 
a new Office for the Town Clerk. Besides getting more elbowroom, it also created a much 
quieter atmosphere for everyone to work in. During the summer, the trim and doors on the 
old fire station were repainted and also, the exterior of the Town Hall received a complete 
new facelift. In the fall, we decided to re-roof the section over the new police headquarters 
before winter set in. 


It took us most of the year to wallow through a lot of paperwork and red tape, and beg 
for more money from the Office of State Planning, to extend the town sewer line up to Lilac 
Lane and to the end of Dalton Road and finally, construction was started on September 
18th. The work continued smoothly to substantial completion and the construction crew 
moved out on October 27th. The final restoration work will be finished in the Spring. We 
received a $350,000 Community Development Block Grant for this project. 


The Town also received two other grants in 2000. A $5,000 grant from the Human 

Services Division of Coos County was for youth employment and recreation; and a $10,000 

Ice Storm Grant from NH-DRED was used for purchasing wildland fire equipment for the 
fire department. | 


The State Education Tax battle is still going on in Concord. This tax didn’t cause us an 
increase over the past two years, but that will change in 2001. As it stands right now, we 
are to collect $730,596 for the state education tax this year and send $148,484 of it to the 
State. Plus, we lose the grant of $80,324 which the school has received for the past two 
years. This amounts to an additional $206,809 to be raised in taxes and we become a 
“Donor Town”. Although the Superior Court has ruled the state education tax 
unconstitutional, the appeals process will stay the implementation of the decision until the 
Supreme Court rules to affirm or overrule. As the battle goes on, we will be anxiously 
waiting and hoping for better news for the Town of Pittsburg. 


With all that is going on in Concord regarding the State Education Tax, there has been 
more pressure about equalized valuations for all communities throughout the State. We 
foresee that within a few years we will be forced to do a complete revaluation and that is 
why we feel we should start a capital reserve fund for it now. There have been hundreds 
of sales in town over the last couple of years just like there were in the late eighties. In 
addition, there have been many new buildings going up from one end of town to the other. 


There has been a steady increase in tourists coming to Pittsburg which is good for the 
town’s economy. It also requires more personal time for the police and the volunteer 
ambulance and fire/rescue crews. They should be commended for all the time they have put 
into the numerous rescue missions. We would like to thank them and all our town 
employees for their dedicated and devoted services for the Town. Thanks also to the the 
tax payers for their support. We still meet every Monday afternoon at 3:00 and these 
meetings are always open to the public.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 2000 saw many changes to the Pittsburg Police Department. We moved into 
our new station and can only say how pleased we are to have the much needed work space. 
We are all very proud of the new facility. Additionally, we experienced some changes in 
personnel. Andy Buteau chose to resign due to his busy work schedule. I am very proud 
to say that he was replaced by Corey Lord. Corey will be attending a school this spring to 
peeomne a certified officer. This brings us up to five part-time officers and one full-time 

ef. 


One of the goals of this department has always been to provide the communities that we 
serve with the best coverage that we can. This has put a strain on our budget. In order to 
increase the coverage, we applied to the Federal Government for a COPS grant under the 
Universal Hiring Program. With the support of our Selectmen and the assistance of Senator 
Judd Gregg, we were awarded the grant, which becomes effective in January of 2001. The 
grant is for two 16 hour per week positions to supplement the amount already budgeted for 
part-time officers. This will allow us to man the cruiser more often and also to double the 
shifts on Friday and Saturday evenings. Our goal remains the same and that is we will strive 
to give you as much coverage as possible and we will try to make ourselves available to you. 


At this point, I want to thank the New Hampshire State Police, the Coos County Sheriffs 
Department, the New Hampshire Fish & Game Department and the other local and federal 
agencies that have come to the assistance of our department throughout the year. Without 
trying to burden these agencies, we appreciate their assistance and professionalism in times 
of need. I also want to thank the Pittsburg Fire and Ambulance Corps and the Beecher Falls 
Fire Department for their assistance in 2000. 


The Pittsburg Police investigated 128 accidents in 2000, 157 motor vehicle and OHRV 
cases and 12 juvenile cases, as well as several animal complaints. The biggest increase was 
in criminal cases. We investigated over 100 criminal matters. In addition to the above, we 
continue to do vehicle lockouts and various public service programs at the school and other 
community organizations. 


The members of the department all met and exceeded the mandatory training 
TeCRLITe SS in 2000, and we continue to encourage them to attend advanced training. We 
hold a monthly meeting where we discuss cases and other issues pertaining to the good of 
the department. We also try to do some sort of training at these meetings. 


In closing, I want to thank each of my officers for their hard work and dedication in 
2000. I also want to thank the Selectmen for their continued support, especially in their 
efforts to help get the radio repeater up and running. Good communications has been a long 
time in coming, and I personally feel that the changes made at our Dispatch center and the 
new system will only enhance our level of professionalism. Special thanks to Cathy, Gina, 
and Judy for their assistance in answering the phone and other secretarial duties. As always, 
we welcome your input and invite aah of you to stop in and see your new police station. 
We will continue to strive to serve our communities to the best of our ability.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Firefighting in the new millennium. Is this taking us in steps forward or 
backwards? We might not like the change, but as one firefighter from another small 
town stated, if we don’t change, we may be like the dinosaur and become extinct. 


One of the steps forward in 2000 was four more firefighters graduated to Level 
1 Certified Firefighter, making a total of 14. Education is another ongoing change 
within the service, from rescues, terrorism, hazmat, code restrictions, to structure 
fires. We can no longer assume what is in a shed or vehicle; its a must to know for 
health and safety of all involved. To stay on top of this, monthly training sessions 
are held in house along with traveling to Portland, Me., Derby, Vt., Keene, N.H., 
and the N.H. Fire Academy in Concord. 


Another step forward was a $10,000 forestry grant awarded to the town to 
purchase personal protective gear, saws, radios, and a portable foam system. These 
items were much needed and work very well. 


The Firefighters Association is still raising money for rescue equipment and final 
projects within the station. Last summer, three strips of pavement were laid behind 
the station. Contractors are being lined up to install an air compressor and drops, 
alarm system, garage door openers, and many small items within. A car was entered 
in a Demolition Derby in which prize money of over $1,300 was awarded to 
purchase more rescue equipment. 


The new fire apparatus is scheduled to arrive the first part of May. The foam 
system that had to be cut from the truck budget, will come on the truck as the 
Association has made a commitment to raise $7,500 for the system and installation. 


On behalf of the Department, I would like to thank all of you for your continued 
support, and I would like to thank the members and families for giving up the time 
that is needed to make your department one of the best. Its an honor to serve as 
chief of this brotherhood fraternity.

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PITTSBURG AMBULANCE CORPS REPORT 


As the Pittsburg Ambulance Corps enters the 21st century, our commitment to excellence 
in pre-hospital care continues. Our level of care has expanded, in many instances, to include 
both intermediate and advanced life support systems consisting of establishing intravenous 
access and administration of medications for life-threatening conditions. This advancement 
is particularly key in rural communities as it allows for earlier medical intervention. We are 
pleased to report that one of our current members has successfully completed 100 classroom 
hours and 50 clinical hours of training to earn EMT-Intermediate certification, allowing her 
to administer some of the advanced medical care mentioned above. 


In the year 2000, we responded to 120 emergency calls. These included 13 snowmobile 
accidents and three transfers. These numbers are up moderately from last year. 


The corps participated in numerous training events two of which were mass casualty 
scenarios. In conjunction with these hands-on MCI drills, we were fortunate to have a 
Nationally Registered EMT-Paramedic from New York present a lecture on multiple patient 
emergencies. In February, Pittsburg Fire Chief and EMT, Sandy Young, coordinated a 
snowmobile rescue drill with surrounding community emergency personnel. In June, the 
DHART (Dartmouth-Hitchcock Air Response Team) helicopter landed at our fire station 
as part of a presentation on helicopter remote evacuation. Of tremendous help to the 
Pittsburg Ambulance Corps were the training sessions offered by Dr. Sharon Curtis, Chief 
of Staff and EMS Medical Director of UCVH, on cardiac monitoring and Ed Laverty, PA- 
C, also of UCVH, on the training and certification of the combitube airway. All members 
of the corps are now certified in this advanced airway management protocol. 


This past May, Upper Valley Connecticut Hospital held its First Annual EMS Awards dinner 
acknowledging the dedication of all North Country EMS personnel. All members of the 
corps received a pin representing service to their community. Several of our members were 
honored for their twenty years of service to the town of Pittsburg while Marjorie Straw 
celebrated her 25th year on the Corps. We are pleased to welcome Faith Lapoifft and Rick 
Bailey, both of Stewartstown, to our Corps.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each 
town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest 
fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire 
season was below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network of fire towers 
and detection patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being first to report over 135 fires. 
These fires were quickly and accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt and 
effective suppression efforts. Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the 
woodlands are a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect 
their homes by maintaining adequate green space around them and making sure that houses are 
properly identified with street numbers. Please contact the Forest Protection Bureau to request a 
brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and State Forest Ranger, contact your local 
Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire 
permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where 
the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws 
of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year 
in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints regarding violations 
of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you 
have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217, or 
for general information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us . 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols, and 3 contract aircraft 
patrols. This early detection system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire 
departments. These factors are critical in controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of 
property and suppression costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, please 
contact your local fire department BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places and vessels, including 
those constructed of clay, concrete, or wire mesh. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.
